’ court's decision was reversed. ‘The defence 
then appealed to the United States Supreme 
Court on the grounts that, wador the provisions 
of tho Philippine Act of July Ist, 1902, tho 
defondunt was pluced twice in jeopardy, ‘which 
ix alvo out of accord with tho torma of tho 
Natienal Constitution. The Philippine Act, 
liowever, was intended to cover tho provisions 

. of the Constitution of the United States, but in 
the point at issuc the Government bas always

_ long as it was in appeal, andthus there was no 
socond jeopardy. The Supreme Court of the 
United States now holds that the jeopardy ends 
with the original ” decision, interpreting the 
Philippine Act just as the Constitution would 
he interpreted. ; 

Kepner’s alleged offence was committed 
prior to the passage by Congressof the Philippine 
Act, but it is a principle of common law. that 
any uew lew in favour of an. accused criminal 
is retroactive, and when in fayour of the Govern- 

» ment it ix ex post fuctu. On this same principle u 
awuber of importunt cases now defore the 
Philippine Suproms Court, which were carried 
ap by the Government under an old Spanish law 

_ in force at the time the offences were alleged to 
huve been committed, are similarly affected by 
the decision ond mast bo dismissed on motion 
when thoy are rouched in the docket. Ono case 
in yporticular is that of Dr, Gomez, whose 
acquittal of the charges of conspiracy snd 
treason, it will be remembered, was quite recont- 
ly appealed by the Governmont.

HONGKONG AN EXAMPLE For 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


Juan Villamor, Governor of Abra Province, 
ona of the honorary special commissioners to the 
St. Louis Exposition, writes to El Renact . tento 
on the subject of Chiness immigration.” Scror 
Villamor goes into ecstasies over tho 
magnificent roads, public improvements, nud 
privat> enterprise which he observed at Bong- 
kong, ind says that all-{heso things wore mad® 
possible by “Chinese cheup Inbour.” 

"The Chinese labourer,” he saye, “is atsolutely 
necessary here, not only on account of bis 
cheapness but also industry. Lt is impossible 
after seeing what Chinese labour has done ip 
Hongkong, to romain blind without making 
one’s: self - ridiculous.” “Ha goea on to eay 
that. it will bo disastrous for the Filipinos 
if they persist in refusing to allow immigra- 
tion inio the islands of Chinese labour, + 
especially as tho Paneme Canal Fill ‘mako 
this labour - available for. oll other nations, 
The Filipino commissioners, ho says, were 
nearly all violontly. opposed to Chinese 
immigration when they left Manila, but they 
have changed theirminds, sfterseeing Hongkong, 
and now fayour it under certain sestrictions. 
“The Chinese labourer,” hu suys, “afraid of 
losing bis employment, keaps his word regarding 
his work. He is not an agitator, nor js he 
preteztious, Heis especially titted for heavy and 
exhausting work, He never complains no 


muttor how harshly treated. He has not ihe tame |! 


sense of personal d'gnity that the Filipino 


dabourer has, and does not pause to consider the i 


character of his work'as long as it brings bim 
money. Many, Filipino labourers wiil not | 
stand this sort of thing. The personal dignity of 


tho Filipino labourer could be safegurdod by | 


The change has boon gradual, and has extended 
over many years. _ The majority of those engag- 
ed in ithave found it dificult to adapt thum- 
selves to the new mothods which they will have 
to follow if they wish to. maintain their 
grasp and not see their livelihood slip. away 
from them. The metamorphosis is not in 
tho British trader himself, bot in thosy with 
whom tho trado is conducted—viz., the Chinese ; 
and uniess the British morchant recognises facts 
and can accommoiate himself to the novel con- 
ditions, he will find himself supplanted by. those 
who are moro plinut:and adaptable. The 
United Kingdom has taken » lurgeand laudable 
share in promoting the education of the Chinese. 
We havo preached to thom and exhorted them 
and entreated them to adopt larger views, and ‘to 
assimilate the wisdom and superior mothods of 
the West. Wo have impressed on them that 
they are really ignorant people, and that they 
cannot possibly move forward unless they model 
themselyes on European. lines. Tacitly and 
meekly they have recognised this. Silently 
they have avowed their own shortcomings. So 
unost ntutiously, and in that so skilfully, hos 
the transformation ‘heen effected that in many 
ways they have turned the tables on us, and we 
have heen blind to the fact. Their education 
has heen so complote and their adaptability so 


thorough that they have shouldered us out of 
positions, which we formerly occupied unques- 
tioned. The volume of British trade is not 
here spoken of; that continues to increase 
yearly, and no ‘doubt will go on doing 
so as long as wo haye something to sell 
which the native of China wishes to buy or the 
converse. British trado, in the abstract, still 


flourishes, und may indeed be said to flourish 
exceedingly, but, in the conereto, its profits ure 
no longer distributed in the samo direction, nor 
do thoy betefit the same persons, Tho trado of 
China is like the-Egyptian Nile. In the old 
days, in making its way to tho sea it, overflowed 
and enriched: with fertilising ollavium the re- 
gions through which it passed. We have, with 
the hest of motives, canalised it, so that it enters 
tho sea in even yrenter volume, but it no longer 
enriches all and sundry who tarry on its banks, 
They await in vain the lavish overflow to which 
they were accustomed. The stream has been so 


, Bursed and conserved that, unless they are wise 


enough to make use of the hundred and one 
irrigation channels into which its waters have 
been diverted, they find xt last that its benetits 
are no longer for the first comer as they used to 
be; and that its profits are much harder to come 
by. ‘There was a time when the British mor- 
chant had very fow rivals in the field. Now he. 
has many, andl some are of his own making, His | 
Enropean competitors are yearly becoming more 
numerous und moro formidable. Thoy caiao in 
Hattering imitation of himself, and at first ‘sat 
at the feet of Gamaliel,’ but have by this time 
learned all there was to learn, and have in many 
ways bettered his instruction. His bestrosourco. 
ia now to ait at the foot of his quondam pupils, 
and learn, like them, to pick up the crumbs 
that full from the table. Excopt in shipping 
and banking, commerce, with a big ‘C,’ has 
passed out of his hands, and nothing seems lett 
him but trade with a «mall ‘t’ Though 
British shipping has yearly increased in tonnage 
and, during 'the current year, alsoin percentage, 
the number of British firms of repute doing 
business asmerct antseither in imports orexports | 
is falling off, and thoso still here find it daily 
harder to compete with their foreign rivals. 
When first British merchants established 
themselves at Hankow they confined 
themselves to the tea trade, of which Hankow 
was then the centre, and treated with contempt 
the so-called ‘muck and truck, lvaving it 
entircly in-the hands of French and German 
firms who got hold of the connections which 
they still retain. The Hankow tea trade, having 
hoon wounded. to the death us fir us the United 
Kingdom was concerned, by the pushing firms 
of India and Céylon, and ‘having consequently 
fullon almost entirely into Russian hands, 
British morcliants fowid it increasingly. dificult 
to do any business, {he more so as the Chinose 
merchants begun to purchase their imports at 
Shanghai aud Hongkonyz, instead of through 
the agency of the local finns. . The British, 
sineo their Concession udjoins the native city, 
hold’ the most udvantagcous position on the 
river, yet as scon as the Pei-Han Railway is in 
fall working order, the centro.of trade may be 
expected to gravitate towards the French 
Concession, immediately behind which is the 
railway station, and to'the German Cone: 5 
through which a branch line of tho railivs y is 
to be carried down (o the water's edge. ‘Lhe 
Germans and, to » certain uxtent, -the Belgians 
seom to have sccured for themselves all the 
Chinese Govermnent contracts for machinery 
of every description, the local arsenal, ironworks, 
and miut being fitted ont with their. manu- 
factures. fie Japanese arg to provide rifled for 
the Chinese troops, as rifles of Japanese make 
are both cheapor and more effective than those, 
that. have hitherto. boon supplied by German 
firms.

Thanks to the oponing of the Kiachia route 
for general trafic on February 23rd: this year 
We aro in a position to obviate the inconvenience 
caused by the closing of our two cables botween 
Viadivostock and Nagasaki on account of the 
war, and to transmit the traffic between Europe 
and the Far Eust as though nothing had hap- 
pened. Tho Russian Govornment does not 
exercise any kind of censorship on traffic pas- 


sing tia this new route. Tho combined effect 
of tariff reductions and of the loss ‘of tho 
American traffe through the opening of the 
Philippine cable, which naturally has taken the 
new, more direct, and leas expeusive route, was 
‘an immediate docrenso of our yecoipts, averag- 
ing in the beginning £10,000 4 month, If tha 
total diminution of the traffic royonus, as com. 
pared with the preceding year, has nevertheloxs 
been limited to about £12.0u0, it is only dus to 
our increased receipts during the firat half of tho 
yeor, and to the considerable Government and. 
Press traffic called forth by the complications 
in the Far East towards the end of the year. 
Now that war between Russis-and J apan has 
broken out, it would, however, be a mistake ‘to 
rely too much upon a continuance of this 
increase of the traffic, whilst, on the other hand, 
the danger to which our cables and telegraph 
lines aro exposed is only too evident. The 
security of the new Kiachts routo will depond 
upon the chances of war, Possing through 
Mongolia, it is, fortunately, as yet very far 
from the theatre of war, but may he exposed to 
other dangers, Three of our cables in the Far 
East connect Japan-with Chine and Corea; one 
of them (between Tsushima and Fusan) has 
always been worked by the Japanese Aduinis- 
tution, whilst the other twa (batween Nagasa‘i 
and Shanghai) are in our hands and are stil] 
intact.
